The new’ rationing chief of OPA 
told hi? staff Monday that more 
commodities may have to be ra­ 
tioned, w hile OPA Admin. Chester 
Bowles asserted that the trend is 
toward 
“more 
rigid 
rationing” : 
rather than relaxation. 
“Some people say rationing is 
about over." said Charles F Phil­ 
lips, deputy administrator for rat­ 
ioning. “It is not over, or any­ 
where near over. We could find 
ourselves six, eight or nine months 
from now with much tighter meat 
rationing.” 
Bowles told the staff, which had 
been called together to meet Phil­ 
lips. that talk of relaxation is 
"ridiculous.” and he added: “The 
w’ar has not been fought yet.” 
“Any hope of relaxing w’ould 
depend on the war being short 
and easy. 
Ii6 said. "If the war is 
tough, we'll have more and acuter 
shortages than w’e have ever seen 
before. 
“Privately, I say the trend is 
tow ard more rigid rationing.” 
Bow’les asserted that the pub­ 
lic is behind OPA and has ac­ 
cepted rationing; they wmuld w’el- 
come the return of stricter ration 
controls as a protection against 
shortages, he stated.
